ell the show season would be almost over for another year, but just 

how many societies restrict themselves to only the “traditional” 
spring show? Many clubs now stage at least two shows a year, generally in 
winter and again in spring (even though in reality they may be only a few 
weeks apart). However, with an ever-expanding range of orchid genera that 
are now being grown, we have plants in bloom all throughout the year, with 
specific events catering for peak flowering. We now have shows devoted 
to Sarcochilus, Disas, Cymbidiums, and now even for the good old native 
rock orchid — Dendrobium speciosum. The Christmas season will be upon 
us soon, and we will also be able to enjoy many of our orchids that never 
seem to make it to a club meeting or show, such as the “upside down” 
Stanhopea nigroviolacea, Thunia species and hybrids and our native 
Christmas Orchid — Calanthe triplicata, to name a few. Basically, make 
sure you have a range or orchids that can fill your year with flowers, not 
just for the main “show” seasons. 

If we look at orchid species flowers and find them attractive, well that’s 
a bonus for the plant, as they were not put on this planet to please us! In 
fact, the pollinators look at flowers a lot differently to humans. James 
Indsto is a keen orchid grower and photographer who is using ultraviolet 
photography as a research tool in the pollination biology of orchids. He is 
currently completing a Master’s degree on the pollination of Diuris. In this 
issue, James presents an essay on what bees see when they look at a range 
of Dendrobium species blooms. The contrast in the standard black and 
white photos to the ultraviolet images is quite staggering. James is also a 
fine photographer, as you will see from his images. 

Rudolf Jenny, one of the worlds experts on Stanhopeas and related gen- 
era, gives us some tips on growing Gongora. Included are some pho- 
tographs of some quite rare and recently described species.

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nyone who grows orchids probably has a few 

Dendrobiums. After all, particularly the south-east 

Asian species, such as Dendrobium nobile, are among 

the most spectacular of orchids. Dendrobiums in the 
broad sense, by which I mean the Dendrobiinae in the sense of 
Schlechter’s classification, are a very large and diverse group 
comprising many sections of related species and a number of gen- 
era such as Cadetia and Flickingeria. A number of sections 
within Dendrobium have in recent times been raised to genus 
level, so some may find my adherence to Schlechter in this arti- 
cle a bit old-fashioned. The group is exceptionally widely dis- 
tributed with a centre of distribution in south-east Asia and 
extending to Australia and the south-west Pacific. 

My interest in Dendrobium is about the visual cues the flowers 
use to attract pollinators. The flowers of showy species, such as 
Dendrobium nobile and many other relatives possess a number of 
features which make them attractive to bee pollinators, which in 
their native habitats would be relatives of the familiar honeybee, 
or bumblebees. These flowers are relatively large and colourful, 
often in shades of yellow, white and pink/purple. They are zygo- 
morphic, i.e. they have two-fold symmetry and are of complex 
shape in three dimensions. Many have a fragrance which humans 
find pleasant, generally sweet, honey-like and with fruity or spicy 
overtones and tending to be subtle, rather than overpowering. 
Often the flowers have some sort of guide mark, generally a 
colour contrast patch on the lip to guide the bee to where the nec- 
tar should be — but as most if not all lack nectar, deception is 
clearly common in Dendrobium. 


Bees Have Excellent Colour Vision 


Given that bees are often to be seen foraging on colourful flow- 
ers it is no great surprise to learn they have excellent colour 
vision. Indeed, it may seem odd to question this, but it wasn’t until 
research by von Frisch in the early twentieth century overwhelm- 
ingly established this that colour vision in bees was accepted. It 
turns out that the colour vision of bees is remarkably similar to 
our own. We see colours in a range of wavelengths from violet at 
shorter wavelengths, through blue green, yellow and red with the 
longest wavelengths. This ability to distinguish colours well is 
due to trichromatic vision. The retinas in our eyes contain three 
types of colour receptor with maximum sensitivity to blue, green 
and red respectively. Different colours stimulate these receptors 
differently and our brains process this information to see colours. 

The honeybee also has three types of colour receptor, but with 
different responses. Honeybees have blue and green receptors, 
but lack red receptors. Instead they have receptors sensitive to 
ultraviolet, which we cannot see and this is an important part of 
their vision. Flowers use the ultraviolet part of the spectrum to 
produce colours quite different to anything a human may per- 
cieve. Not all flowers have an ultraviolet colour component, 
indeed the majority don’t — but to fail to take this colour into 
account is to risk misinterpreting what bees can see. 

A good way to think of flower colours is in terms of presence 
and absence and blends of the basic colours ultraviolet, blue, 
green and red. For example, a white flower has an even amount 
of blue, green and red components (but generally not ultraviolet). 
If you remove the blue component you have a yellow flower, 
which reflects the green and red part of the spectrum. As I will 
show below a yellow flower may also have a “hidden” ultravio- 
let colour, visible to bees, but not to humans. 


Something missing? 

Although many showy Dendrobium orchid flowers appeared to 
me to be classic bee flowers, some of them appeared to lack some- 
thing. The blotch on the lip of Dendrobium nobile seemed an 
effective guide mark, yet other showy species, such as 
Dendrobium chryseum seemed to lack obvious guide marks, 
being apparently plain yellow. 

The showy plain-coloured Dendrobiums seemed to me one of 
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Dendrobium agrostophyllum

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the best places to look for “hidden” ultraviolet patterns in orchids. 
This can be done by photography using ultraviolet light. This 
technique, although specialised, is not beyond the means of some- 
one experienced in black and white photography. Glass camera 
lenses pass a very small, but usable amount of ultraviolet and-con- 
ventional panchromatic films respond to ultraviolet as well as vis- 
ible light. The trick is to put a special filter on the lens that passes 
ultraviolet only and then to use a high exposure, such as from a 
powerful flash gun and “push processing” to squeeze extra sensi- 
tivity from the film. I was lucky enough to get hold of a now dis- 
continued Hoya U360 filter for this purpose. Otherwise you can 
use the Kodak 18A filter, or an equivalent type from the German 
B+W range. If you want to try this I’ve included a reference at the 
end of this article. 

The first orchid I tried ultraviolet photography with in the 
spring of 1997 was Dendrobium primulinum, a species with 
rather pastel colour tones. In this, and as it turns out in many 
related species in the section Dendrobium, the flower parts, apart 
from the lip reflect in the ultraviolet. The lip, or part of the lip, by 
contrast, absorbs ultraviolet, and in the ultraviolet photograph 
appears dark. This feature can also be clearly seen in the related 
species D. chryseum, which has apparently plain yellow flowers. 
As can be seen in the illustrations, the black and white ultraviolet 
photo shows the outer flower parts reflect ultraviolet, but the 
whole of the lip appears dark. In this case the flower has a special 
colour to a bee, comprised of ultraviolet, green and red light, 
except for the lip, which has green and red reflectance only and 
which would appear a contrasting colour. We would say this is 
yellow, but who knows what it is to a bee! What is clear, however, 
is that this flower is anything but plain coloured to a bee and con- 
tains the apparently missing visual cue! Typically, in a flower the 
colour contrast is achieved by enrichment of longer wavelengths 
in the flower centre, in this case by loss of ultraviolet. 

Now consider another species, such as Dendrobium infundibu- 
lum. This Asian species has large white flowers with a yellow 
blotch on the lip. Being a white flower, there is no ultraviolet

colour component and an ultraviolet photo looks very dull. 
However, the white colour, being a mixture of blue, green and red 
parts of the spectrum is contrasted with the yellow blotch, which 
lacks the blue spectrum component. In the case of this species a 
bee or human are equally able to percieve the colour contrast. 
There is another interesting point to make — both D. infundibulum 
and D. chryseum would appear to have similar colour contrast to 
a bee. What is different is which parts of the spectrum are used to 


create the colour contrast. 


I showed these early results to Dr Peter Weston at the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Sydney, who encouraged me to undertake a sur- 
vey to show trends within the Dendrobiinae, which has approxi- 
mately 1400 species. I have been fortunate enough to access over

100 species of Dendrobium and relatives to record ultraviolet pat- 
terns. From this survey much useful information has been 
obtained of help in understanding pollination, systematics and 
evolution of the group and this collaboration has resulted in a sci- 
entific paper. Only a fraction of these were my own plants and I 
am grateful to the many members of orchid societies who allowed 
me access to their plants. The most dramatic ultraviolet patterns 
are found in sections Dendrobium and Callista, which includes 
such well known species as D. lindleyi and D. chrysotoxum and 
also Formosae in certain species such as D. virgineum and 
Rhopalanthe (e.g. D. truncatum). In many other diverse groups 
within Dendrobium and in related genera such as Diplocaulobium 
and Cadetia, comparable, but much more subtle patterns are 
found, at least among some of the species. Australian native 
Dendrobiums mostly lack ultraviolet patterns, or if they are pre- 
sent, are often very subtle. 

Recently, I have been looking at flowers in the field in the 
Australian bush and have done similar work on “egg and bacon” 
peas in the genera Dillwynia, Pultenaea etc. These yellow bee 
pollinated flowers have comparable ultraviolet patterns to the 
Dendrobium orchids, but in this case the UV contrast is found in

Many members of section Dendrobium have strong ultraviolet patterns 
such as D. primulinum and D. chryseum as do members of Callista 
such as D. chrysotoxum and D. lindleyi and Rhopalanthe such as D. 
truncatum. 


Ultraviolet contrast patterns are not confined to orchids and may be 
found in many other plants as seen here in the Australian pea flower 
Gompholobium latifolium. 


In many Dendrobiums and relatives subtle ultraviolet patterns can be 
found which may provide clues about their ancestry. Examples here 
include Diplocaulobium bicolor, Epigeneium nakaharaei, Dendrobium 
agrostophyllum (Trachyrhizum), D. bellatulum (Formosae), D. canalic- 
ulatum (Spatulata), D. cucumerinum (Rhizobium), D. rhodostichtum 
(Latourea) and D. tetragonum (Dendrocoryne). 


Dendrobium victoriae-reginae (Calcarifera), like other members of this 
group is likely bee pollinated, but lacks ultraviolet reflectance. Closely 
related members of Pedilonum, such as Dendrobium smillieae, are 
likely mostly bird-pollinated.

a small nectar guide at the base of the standard petal. Ihave shown 
this with the Australian pea flower Gompholobium latifolium. 
Similar patterns can be found in many bee pollinated plant 
groups, suggesting that this feature is an ancient or “primitive” 
feature that evolved with the early flowering plants. Typically, in 
egg and bacon peas there is a red crescent near the base of the 
standard petal which presumably functions as a nectar guide. At 
one site I sampled a dozen or so flowers and was struck by how 
variable the flowers were — some had very strong red marks on 
the standard petal, but this varied widely and some flowers lacked 
this altogether. The various colour variants seemed to thrive and 
be pollinated equally well. The thing they had in common was the 
ultraviolet contrast pattern. This led me to conclude that this fea- 
ture is of primary importance with the red markings being sec- 
ondary ornaments. Similar features apply to some Dendrobiums. 
Both D. fimbriatum and D. chrysotoxum are yellow species, some 
forms of which are plain coloured, and some forms bear blotches 
on the lip. The fact that these variants form viable populations in 
nature suggests to me that the underlying ultraviolet pattern pro- 
vides the crucial visual cues, with the visible spots being 
“optional extras”. A high level of variability seems an intrinsic 
feature of bee-pollinated flowers. 


Evolutionary implications 

In their excellent book “The Natural History of Pollination” 
Proctor, Lack and Yeo point out that the early flowering plants 
were most likely bee pollinated. Many lineages of plants have 
subsequently diversified to other pollination modes such as bird, 
or wind pollination. It appears many of the important plant fami- 
lies, including the orchids, evolved long ago, perhaps 50 million 
years or more ago. It seems that in the evolution of these plant 
groups rapid diversification was followed by greatly reduced 
change with fundamental features, such as visual cues conserved 
over vast periods of time. Many Dendrobiums in the sections 
Dendrobium, Formosae and Callista, which include many of the 
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most showy types have the strong basic visual cues that I have 
described above. My hypothesis is that these are conserved 
ancient features of the group which would also: have been present 
in a SE Asian ancestor. According to this idea Dendrobiums have 
subsequently spread far and wide and have adapted to new habi- 
tats with new pollinators and changed greatly in the process. 
Some in the New Guinea highlands and Pacific region have

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even adapted to bird pollination and include members of the sec- 
tion Pedilonum, such D. smillieae. This species and other mem- 
bers of Pedilonum typically have tubular flowers in clusters and 
as is common with bird-pollinated species most lack ultraviolet 
reflectance. Recently, the section Calcarifera has been recog- 
nised as distinct from Pedilonum. D. victoriae-reginae is a mem- 
ber of Calcarifera, which are thought to be bee pollinated. These 
flowers are generally more open than Pedilonum species, and my 
guess is that these species will mostly have ultraviolet 
reflectance. Australian members of Dendrobiinae such as 
Dendrobium speciosum in section Dendrocoryne are bee polli- 
nated, but by different types of bees to their SE Asian relatives 
and most lack obvious ultraviolet patterns. However, some 
species such as the related D. tetragonum, and D. agrostophyllum 
in section Trachyrhizum possess a clear, if subtle ultraviolet pat- 
tern. 

At least some Dendrobiums are mimics. Kjellson, Rasmussen 
and Dupuy (see reference below) have shown that Dendrobium 
infundibulum (in section Formosae) and Cymbidium insigne, 
both white flowered species, likely mimic the white-flowered 
Rhododendron lyi. These orchids are likely Batesian mimics of 
the Rhododendron and as they offer no food reward, are polli- 
nated by food source deception. Howard Wood of the U.S.A., 
who has researched the Dendrobiinae for many years considers 
Rhododendron mimicry to be important in the Dendrobiinae.

Could the suspected Rhododendron mimicry of D. infundibulum 
be an ancient, conserved system present in the ancestor of mod- 
ern Dendrobiums? It is possible that the classic visual flower cues 
of Dendrobiums, particularly those in sections Dendrobium, 
Callista and Formosae may have arisen by Batesian mimicry of 
flowers such as Rhododendrons. Perhaps we will never know.

he genus Masdevallia comprises at 

least 350 species, most of which are 
found along the Andes mountain chain in 
South America. They are found between 
Mexico and Bolivia, usually at altitudes 
where the daily temperature seldom rises 
above 25°C. A few need warm conditions 
but most enjoy the cool, buoyant condi- 
tions prevailing at the higher altitudes. 
Many Masdevallia hybrids, at least 500, 
are also available. 

About ten years ago I wrote an article 
entitled Masdevallias are Booming. At 
that time Australian orchid nurseries 
stocked dozens of species and new hybrids 
were being released every few weeks.

Every plant that appeared on the sales 
bench was snapped up within a few min- 
utes. But buyers today are much more 
selective, and are interested only in species 
or hybrids with large showy flowers, 
preferably striped! 

This general loss of interest is probably 
due to disenchantment of those growers 
who, having been told that masdevallias 
can be grown as companion plants for 
cymbidiums, imagined that they would 
survive the same degree of neglect as their 
cymbidiums are sometimes forced to 
endure! 

Yes, masdevallias will survive tempera- 
tures as low as 1°C or as high as 40°C for 


short periods but they don’t like such 
extremes, and certainly won’t survive reg- 
ular exposure to them. Masdevallias espe- 
cially hate hot, dry conditions. They will 
die within a few days if these conditions 
are prolonged, especially if the plants are 
not misted or watered, as they have no 
pseudo-bulbs to support them. If they can 
be kept within a temperature range of 8°C 
and 25°C for most of the time, and pro- 
vided with adequate water and a reason- 
ably humid atmosphere, they will grow 
rapidly and flower prolifically. 
Masdevallias hate stale compost, and 
tend to lose their roots unless they are re- 
potted regularly, preferably every year.

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Sphagnum moss, either alone or in combi- 
nation with polystyrene foam and/or bark, 
is a good potting mix. Contrary to much 
written advice, masdevallias like good 
light. By all means provide them with 
heavy shade on hot, summer days to help 
keep them cool but remove that extra 
shade cloth as soon as the hot weather has 
passed. 

A few popular species include M. 
veitchiana (large, reddish orange flowers), 
M. coccinea (red, cerise, pink, yellow or 
white — particularly dislikes hot weather), 
M. caudata, M. ignea (scarlet to orange)

and M. tovarensis (white, dislikes cold 
weather). Among the many hybrids my 
special favourites include M. Angel Frost, 
M. Sunny Angel, M. Copper Angel, M.

M. Brilor.

Grn is related to Stanhopea. All 


species of the Central and South 
American genus Gongora can be success- 
fully cultivated in the same medium, and 
when happy will grow quickly and bloom 
regularly. Most species require ample 
space in a hothouse, with some thriving on 
somewhat lower temperatures. Daytime 
temperatures should not fall below 18°C

and should generally be between 20°C and 
22°C. During the night, temperatures may 
sink to 15°C to 18°C. The plants need to 
grow ina light place, protected from direct 
sunlight, in a greenhouse with the best pos- 
sible air circulation. Avoiding drafts is a 
necessity. Humidity should be evenly reg- 
ulated and kept between 70% and 90%. 
Since all species have, without excep-

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tion, hanging inflorescences it is advanta- 
geous to hang the plants, or to cultivate 
them in baskets. When keeping them in 
pots, there is a danger that the inflores- 
cence may get trapped in the substrate or 
on the edge of the pot. The substrate 
should be permeable and not too fine a 
mixture of bark, fern fibre and charcoal. 
The addition of Sphagnum is only recom-

mended if watering is very careful and 
sparing. Watering too often results in a 
boggy substrate and rotted roots. 
Combining pot culture and hanging is a 
possibility, filling the pot with substrate 
and tying the plant about 5cm. above the 
substrate onto a fern-fibre stick protruding 
out of the pot. The roots soon reach into 
the substrate while the plant itself hangs 
freely above the substrate, not coming into 
contact with it. This type of cultivation is 
space saving. All Gongora species like a 
great deal of fertiliser during their growing 
phase. During this time, liquid fertiliser 
can be included in the water daily or once

weekly, the concentration being about 1/4 
of the amount given for houseplants. It is 
also possible to work solid fertiliser into 
the substrate, using for example old, dried 
cow dung. Care should be taken that no 
orchids are standing under the baskets 
since they will unavoidably receive far too 
much fertiliser via the dripping water. The 
plants should be watered regularly and 
kept in a humid environment during the 
growth-period, i.e. from the appearance of 
the first young growths until their matu- 
rity. After flowering, they should be kept 
somewhat drier for a month or two; being 
watered more regularly again when new

shoots appear. One shouldn’t be too hard 
on the plants during the rest period, as they 
need water and humidity then as well. 
Gongora can be split regularly; the 
mother plant generally producing new 
shoots with no trouble. New divisions 
should always consist of at least three 
pseudobulbs. Dividing is carried out when 
young shoots are a few centimetres high 
and begin to grow roots. If mother 
pseudobulbs don’t produce new young 
shoots, they can be hung up in the green- 
house in an inflated plastic bag with a lit- 
tle damp moss. As soon as young shoots 
are 3 to 5cm. long, the plant should be

hung up normally again or potted. 

It is important that the plants don’t have 
wet leaves during cooler nights as this can 
result in fungus growth on the leaves and 
relatively quick loss of the whole plant. In 
such cases, the affected leaves should be 
cut away as soon as possible and the plant 
treated with a fungicide, the plant being 
kept dry until new shoots appear. Care 
should be taken, that a fungicide is used 
which also attacks leaf-fungus and not 
only root fungus. Apart from the normal, 
periodical attacks of pests such as aphids, 
etc., which no doubt occur everywhere, 
Gongora are also susceptible to spider 
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Gongora spherica 


mites. Should light, glassy, but small, 
patches appear on the leaves, with a small 
black dot in the middle, it is time the plant 
was treated. Normal sprays don’t gener- 
ally affect spider mites but there are prod- 
ucts which systematically attack just these 
pests and which are most effective when 
used twice within a short time, usually 
solving the problem for a whole season. #

Seeing Red: 


Phragmipedium besseae 


f all the colours in the rainbow, 
which catches our attention first? 
RED, of course! It’s not by accident that 
stoplights, fire engines and mailboxes 
are all painted red. And what orchids 
first attract our attention when we scan 
the show benches from across the hall? 
There’s a fair chance that Sophronitis 
coccinea, Masdevallia veitchiana or 
Disa uniflora (which all have red or 
bright orange flowers) will be among 
them. Which eventually brings me to the 
subject of this article, namely, 
Phragmipedium besseae. 

This spectacular red-flowered South

American species has revitalised interest 
in growing Phragmipedium species and 
their hybrids since its discovery in 1981. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Besse, a member of an 
orchid collecting party from the Selby 
Botanic Gardens, was the first to find 
this species in the wild. Apparently she 
found it by accident while answering a 
call of nature! It was growing in semi- 
shade on wet granite rocks at an altitude 
of 1100 m in Peru. Subsequently other 
colonies of the species were found fur- 
ther north in Ecuador, again growing on 
wet granite rocks at altitudes of 1000- 
1200 m. The Ecuadorean race differs

from that found in Peru, in that its ven- 
tral sepal is yellow, while all segments of 
the Peruvian plants are red. 

It remains a mystery why such an eye- 
catching species was not discovered ear- 
lier, for orchid collectors had been tra- 
versing its mountainous habitat for over 
acentury. Apparently it is never found in 
large numbers but the brilliant red colour 
of its flowers would certainly make it 
difficult to miss. |

The plant 
supported three inflorescences with a total 
of about 240 flowers. A truly well flow- 
ered and presented plant. 

Judges also passed favourable com- 
ments on an extremely dark maroon, bor- 
dering on black, coloured pendulous mini 
cymbidium named Cym. Last Tango 
‘Geyserland’. The plant supported five 
spikes with a total of about 80 well

It’s very rare for an orchid book to be 
devoted to one species, but we have seen 
this in the past with books on the variable 
Australian pink rock orchid, Dendrobium 
kingianum as well as the Brazilian Laelia 
purpurata. This book is the first I know of 
that is devoted to a hybrid orchid, in this 
case Vanda Miss Joaquim — the national 
flower of Singapore. 

This terete-leafed primary hybrid 
between Vanda hookeriana and Vanda 
teres, is an important cut flower through- 
out tropical Southeast Asia. It probably 
should be correctly known by the harder- 
to-say genus name of Papilonanthe, as dis- 
tinct from true Vanda, yet the different 
readily interbreed. However, as_ the 
authors state early in the book, 
“Regardless of nomenclatural changes by 
plant taxonomists the National Flower of 
Singapore is Vanda Miss Joaquim.” The 
flowers image has appeared on stamps as 
well as legal tender in the form of notes 
and coins. 

This book has a heavy scientific flavour, 
which would be of more interest and appli- 
cation to serious plant scientists and uni- 
versity students. There are seven major 
chapters in the book, with numerous in 
depth subheadings under these. The chap- 
ters cover Orchid Basics, History, 
Physiology and Development, 
Cytogenetics, Breeding with Vanda Miss 
Joaquim, Propagation and finally

Edited by Mark Chase and illustrated by 
Harry Zelenko as the primary botanical 
artist, this is a collaboration between the 
editor, three artists and numerous writers. 
It was thirteen years from the inception to 
publication of the first edition of The 
Pictorial Encyclopedia of Oncidium in 
1997, which contained more than 800 life- 
size illustrations. 

Six years following the first, this revised 
edition is called Orchids: The Pictorial 
Encyclopedia of Oncidium and has an 
additional fifty or so paintings. More illus- 
trations have been included for smaller 
genera such as Comparettia and 
Trichopilia. 

The Oncidium alliance consists of some 
1,500 species in 70 genera and is in the 
process of being refined. Recent studies 
using morphological, biochemical and 
molecular data better show the relation- 
ships between taxa. The last section of this 
second edition is on DNA Based Studies 
and shows a cladogram or DNA “tree” that 
better reflects the relationships of the gen- 
era/groups. Mark Chase comments that a 
great deal more work and _ intensive 
research by many people is needed with 
this alliance and that evidence must be pro- 
vided to support changes in orchid names. 

The book is not intended to be a taxo- 
nomic revision of the groups within the 
Oncidium alliance, nor is it intended to be 
useful for identification of the species. It is 
a source of illustrations of a wide variety 
of the orchids involved, although many of 
them have not been verified and are un- 
named. This is frustrating for me as there 
is little information available in other pub- 
lications on this alliance and I’d hoped that 
this might help fill that void. : 

Artistically the illustrations, which are 
actual-size, are excellent although I notice 
that the colour reproduction appears to

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more vibrant in the first edition. True to 
colour, the individual flowers are illus- 
trated together with related species in their 
respective genera (e.g. Brassia) or group 
(e.g. Crispum or Lanceanum group). 

Both editions have sixty-one 
genera/groups, with the second edition 
updated to include genera such as 
Telipogon, Trichoceros and _ Brachtia, 
while some groups have been merged with 
others. Recently published genera such as 
Caucaea (formerly Cucullatum group), 
Cyrtochiloides (formerly Cardiochilum 
group) and Zelenkoa (formerly Onustum 
group) have been included in the revision. 

Some obvious changes I noticed were 
the merging of Helcia with Trichopilia; the 
transfer of the “mule-ear” and “rat-tail” 
oncidiums to Trichocentrum; and the 
transfer of Oncidium phymatochilum to 
Miltonia. Tolumnia is recognised as a 
genus whereas Cyrtochilum is still treated 
as the Macranthum group. Mark Chase 
says that “To segregate the Macranthum 
group as a distinct genus would require 
treating all other groups as distinct genera 
as well, thus resulting in the description of 
at least fifty new genera in addition to the 
approximately seventy genera currently 
recognized.” 

Some of the names of the groups have 
been altered in the second edition without 
explanation; for example, the Bicolor 
group is now  Varicosum and _ the 
Altissimum group is now Sphacelatum. In 
addition, some illustrations have now been 
identified, such as those for Cyrtochilum 
and Lockhartia. 

There does not appear to be a logical 
order for the genera/groups throughout the 
book, particularly as the order has been 
changed in the second edition. However, it 
does have a useful contents page and is 
more user-friendly, being more compact 
and smaller in size. Moving the illustra- 
tions closer together has reduced the num- 
ber of pages. Although not intended to be 
a book on culture of this alliance, the short 
essays on each of the illustrated 
genera/groups at the back give some hints 
on conditions for cultivation. 

Orchids: The Pictorial Encyclopedia of 
Oncidium is a well-produced book of 
botanical art that covers a multitude of 
species that have been seldom featured in 
other publications. These genera/groups 
can be confusing and are in the process of 
being sorted, but the book is as up to date 
as can be expected. I will find it very help- 
ful in identifying some of the more 
unusual species. |

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CULTURAL NOTES 


Australian Natives 


Continue to enjoy the blooms of native 
orchids over these months as there are some 
unusual and interesting ones that bloom in late 
spring and early summer. These include the 
Sarcanthinae, some very intriguing Bulbo- 
phyllum species as well as some of the larger 
natives, including the Cymbidium species and 
Phaius and Calanthe. 

One aim this year must be to conserve water 
over the summer months. Even if there is good 
drought breaking rain, many storage dams are 
very low and water supplies are far from 
secure, so a lot of areas can expect water 
restrictions. Regardless of current conditions, it 
is good practice to use water carefully. Start by 
recycling any household water you can. Use the 
washing water, at least the rinse water, even if 
it is only to fill a watering can to mix fertiliser 
every couple of weeks. Water tanks are now 
allowed in many areas where in the past they 
were not. See if you can fit one in somewhere. 
Be sure that the water is not polluted with dis- 
solved salts or toxins. Check the pH. As with 
anything new, use it on some unimportant 
plants for a few months before trying it on your 
best orchids. 

Ponds with fish to keep mosquito numbers 
down, will help to create higher humidity lev- 
els in the bushhouse and closed house. Ferns 
and foliage plants under the benches will also 
help. Gravel or mulch on the floor will hold 
water long after the misters have been turned 
off. 

Water at night even if restrictions don’t force 
you to. The water will have a better chance of 
staying on the plants longer and soaking into 
media and the surrounds. 

Many native orchids are quite tough and will 
tolerate dry conditions. However, remember 
that they are not in their natural environment. 
Roots are confined to small pots and not able to 
run through leaf litter amongst rocks or the 
mosses and thick bark of huge river oaks. 
Plants in their natural environment tend to be in 
positions where there is a moist microclimate, 
far removed from a harsh concrete jungle of a 
suburban backyard. Some, such as the 
Sarcanthinae, are quite tender and not equipped 
to survive dry conditions. Mounted plants are 
always a challenge to keep moist in hot, dry 
weather.

Try to keep hot, dry winds from getting to 
your plants. In warm, wet conditions a good 
breeze is needed to prevent fungal problems, 
but a hot drying wind will damage plants in 
small pots. use shade cloth or even plastic to 
protect your plants. 

There is also the danger of summer storms, 
winds and fire. We’ve seen the reports of heat 
waves and fires where they’ ve never happened 
before in the northern hemisphere. We’ ve had 
our fair share over the last couple of years but 
we can be sure there’ll be more extreme 
weather somewhere. 

Now is the time to repot. Get onto the den- 
drobiums as soon as the flowers have finished 
before the new growths appear. remember to 
keep tools and your hands clean to prevent 
spread of any disease. Always leave suspect 
and unthrifty plants until last in the day. Reuse 
pots from healthy seedlings, but not if the plant 
is marked and unwell. Don’t try to reuse media. 
It will only break down quickly and you will 
have to repot again next year. save it for those 
ferns and foliage plants if it is clean. Remove 
any dead roots and growths. 

Blast roots clean with a hose (yes I know, 
we’re trying to save water) to clean any fine 
material or ants’ nests from the roots. 

Seedlings. There is always a danger of dehy- 
dration over summer, but if you can keep them 
moist and shaded now is a good time to deflask 
so they get the maximum benefit from the 
growing season. 

Fertilise regularly. A little but often is the

Cattleyas 


With the weather warming up our plants are 
now starting to move. Plants will now want a 
little more attention to get the most out of the 
plant. As the weather warms, watering will he 
to be increased. Most growers will find that 
they will have to irrigate every four or five days 
unless the weather really hots up. If the weather 
really hots up, an early morning misting over 
the plants is beneficial. 

Now is the time to start your repotting or you 
will not complete your potting before the heat 
of summer. Years gone by, one would not report 
unless new roots were evident. Now it is a mat- 
ter of divide while you can! Remember, make 
sure you keep your plants in at least four bulb 
divisions. Potting mixes are varied. Depending 
on where you live — cost of bark is now becom- 
ing expensive. O find DEBCO bark, either 
medium or coarse mixed with a little styrene 
seems to work well for me. There is a trend now 
to use Coco Peat mixed with coarse perlite. 
Plants seem to grow very well in it. Remember, 
if you use a non inert mix, watch your nutrient 
supply to your plants. In other words watch the 
colour of the leaves! , 

Fertilising can now be increased. GARDEN 
PARTY® can be used weekly once plants get 
into active growth. Once sheaf appear, change 
over to MERRI-FERT or HSO 12.

NOTE: When you report your catts, stake all 
bulbs to stop them from moving while you 
water your plants. If they move, new roots will 
not penetrate into the mix. 

Watch for scale — if present spray with ECO-

ture, report, or change position. If still a prob-

Cymbidiums 

The flowering season has now virtually fin- 
ished for the year. There seems to only be a few 
lates that have Cym. ETTA BARLOW in the 
parentage. Years gone by Cym. Merlin 
“Kirribilli” was our latest cym. These were the 
days! 

Repotting should be in full swing by now. 
Don’t forget to sterilize your cutting imple- 
ments between dividing. Tri-sodium seems to 
be the most convenient to use these days. 
When repotting don’t forget to place a little fer- 
tiliser halfway up the pot. This helps the plant 
get a little more nitrogen to give the plant that 
little boost. You can use one of the slow release, 
controlled release or maybe a little ORGANIC 
LIFE®. 

After dividing and repotting, a couple of 
drenches of your favourite rooting hormone 
will also help to get the new roots on the move. 
Over the next few months you can fertilise with 
a good balanced general purpose fertiliser. 

Watering should be carried out just on dusk. 
This will promote a temperature drop, that is 
essential to initiate those new flower spikes that 
we hope to see next year! 

Inspect for pest and diseases. Two-spotted 
mites can be a problem if the weather becomes 
hot and dry. If T.S.M. become impossible to 
control you might have to think about an I.P.M. 
programme. If you have a small collection the 
use of ECO-OIL® can do a good job of con- 
trolling mites. I feel a monthly spraying of your 
plants with MANCOZEB helps to keep black 
spot at bay. Remember, mancozeb can be 
mixed with the oil. 

Mature plants that do not need dividing 
should be top dressed with a controlled release 
fertiliser such as a 3 to 4 month release general 
purpose OSMOCOTE®. Some growers prefer 
to top dress with an organic such as ORGANIC 
LIFE®, NITROPHOSKA BLUE® or even 
worm casings. A little ZEOLITE around the 
pot edge can also do wonders! a 


Paphiopedilum 
A little care is necessary during spring as the 
weather can be quite variable. We generally have 
nice warm days and cool nights — ideal condi- 
tions for paphs. to begin their main growth cycle. 
Repotting was covered fairly comprehen- 
sively in the notes for July/August, however a 
few points are worthy of repetition. 
Paphiopedilums thrive on repotting. It should 
be done every year for best results, no matter 
how happy the plant appear or how good the 
mixture looks. You can only see the top of it. 
Don’t overpot. use a pot which will comfort- 
ably hold the roots. ‘Squat’ pots (height about 
equal to diameter) are best and drainage must be 
adequate. The base of the plant should be just 
below the surface of the mixture. 


‘Wobbly’ plants should be staked. 

Don’t use osmocote. It is just great for most 
orchids but paphs. will not grow a good root 
system when it is used. 

Repotting can be continued through this 
period — in fact, right up until about mid 
December, or later if you have effective cooling. 

Watering should be done as required, If the 
weather is hot and dry you may need to water 
every couple of days; if cool and cloudy, once a 
week may suffice. it is particularly important to 
water in the morning if you possibly can. The 
object is to keep the soil temperature up; you 
can’t achieve this is you water late in the day. 

Fertiliser should be given regularly, particu- 


larly toward the end of this period. It is not too 
much to water with about half strength fertiliser 
every second or third watering. I find it very con- 
venient to use a ‘Hyponex siphon mixer’, which 
plugs in at the tap end of the hose and sucks the 
concentrated fertiliser out of a 20 litre bucket. 
These are cheap and foolproof but they won’t 
work against a lot of back pressure; I use a 
‘Gardenia’ water breaker, screwed well out, on 
the end of a 20 metre hose and have no trouble. 

I have always used Aquasol, supplemented 
with extra iron, a bit of magnesium now and then 
and Nitrosol which, apart from its value as a 
fertilizer, I believe acts as a wetting agent. Whilst 
I never really measure anything, the proportions

are probably about: 2 teaspoons of Aquasol, | 
teaspoon of Nitrosol, a pinch of Iron Chelate and 
a few pinches of Epsom Salts all dissolved in 
about 20 litres of water. This is pretty weak, but 
I use it frequently. 

About the only pests which trouble paphs. are 
scale and mealy bug. These become active 
around early November and it is not a bad idea 
to spray the collection during this month as a 
preventive measure. malascale will clean these 
up fairly effectively. if you feel really heroic, 
Supracide is very effective. Whatever you use, 
take the appropriate precautions otherwise you 
may clean up the family dog, or even yourself. Hl 


Phalaenopsis 


Phalaenopsis have recently become very 
popular as house plants since the publication of 
Jim Neals’ book, Growing Phalaenopsis at 
Home. Now many growers are trying a few in 
the house ! Why not try a couple — maybe you 
will get the bug and build a proper phaly house. 

Late spring early summer most plants are 
either coming into spike or are in bloom. 
During this between season watch your air cir- 
culation as most growers have turned their heat 
off. Good air circulation is essential for good 
growth, and good clean blooms. 

Water when media starts to dry. Drench 
thoroughly to flush out salts from the mix. 
Fertilise weekly with a high potassium fer- 
tiliser. A monthly application with an organic 
can give your plants a little extra boost. You can 
use FISH EMULSION, NITROSOL, GAR- 
DEN PARTY, MAJOR CARP or MAXICROP. 
If you want to five your plans that little extra, 
an application every 14 days with 
AMINOGRO @ 4ml/1It or water. If your have 
just repotted you could mix ACADIAN @ 
lgm/IIt of water with the AMINOGRO @ 
5m/IIt of water. To this you could add 2.5ml of 
a vegetable such as SYNERTROL HORTI OIL 
@ 2.5ml/llt of water. NOTE: do not spray 
plants with this mixture if plants are in bud or 
bloom. It is possible the oil may quill the buds 
and blooms. 

Watch for mealy bugs. LEBAYCID® is the 
best if you can purchase it in small containers. 
Leaf spot diseases can be a problem during 
spring. At the first sign of a spot spray with 
HYSAN®. Give plants two or three applica- 
tions seven days apart. a 


Vandaceous 


Watering:— Water daily. Keep the root sys- 
tem moist with additional misting if necessary. 

Light:— Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas 
need 50 to 70% shade. Terete and semi-terete 
about 30%. 

Fertiliser:— Fertilise weekly alternating over 
a four weekly period. 

Wk.1. — Inorganic high nitrogen (Campbells 
B, Aqua feed or Aquasol). 

Wk.2. — Foliar/Trace element (Wuxall Foliar). 

Wk.3. — As for Wk.1. 

Wk.4. — Organic (Fish Emulsion or Nitrosol). 

Pest Control:— Fungicide every six weeks 
with Ridomil MZ WP, Daconil, Mancozeb or 


Wettable Sulphur). 

Use Diazanon, Malathion or Pyrethrum to 
control insect pests. | 
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St Ives 
Orchid Fair 
2003

he fourth annual St Ives Orchid Fair 

was a great success. For starters we 
were favoured with four days of the best 
August weather known to Sydney. The 
Thursday set-up day was warm and sunny, 
with only a hint of breeze. It was so warm 
that I wore a t-shirt and got just a tinge of 
sunburn when Peter Eygelshoven and I 
went for a walk along the bush track the St 
Ives Showground to see what local orchids 
might were out to show to interested visi- 
tors. We found several fine blue 
Thelymitra ixioides, a tall Prasophyllum 
brevilabre in full flower, and two flower- 
ing plants of Glossodia minor. We also 
saw a plant of Cymbidium suave growing 
quite low in a tree, and carrying heavy cap- 
sules. 

While we were meandering along the 
track looking for orchids, the society set- 
up teams were working on their displays. 
As well as the four organising societies’ 
displays by Ku-ring-gai Orchid Society, 
North Shore Orchid Society, A.N.O.S. 
Warringah Group, and Manly-Warringah 
Orchid Society, this year Parramatta & 
District Orchid Society participated for the 
first time, and Royale Orchids, the 
S:P-E.G.LE:S.. Society and the 
Cymbidium Society again put on large dis- 
plays. It had been arranged that the several 
tabletop displays would be set up later in 
the day after most of the work on the large 
displays had been completed, and this 
seemed to help avoid the chaos that can 
ensue when everyone is trying to set-up at 
once. While all this was going on in one 
hall, the vendors were setting up their 
stalls in the other hall. Luckily there are 
plenty of parking spaces at the 
Showground so there was no problem at 
all with so many vehicles parking and 
unloading. 

We again had a floral art section, and an 
art section with categories for photogra- 
phy, original artwork, and needlework, 
cross-stich & tapestry. The St Ives Orchid 
Fair provides something to interest all cat- 
egories of orchid grower from the gardener 
who just grows a few orchids to the dedi- 
cated specialist orchid grower, for the 
artist, the photographer, the floral artist, 
and the embroiderer. 


By the time the set-up was completed 
and the judges started to arrive for the pre- 
judging dinner, the display hall was ready. 
It never fails to amaze me how a random 
collection of individual pots of orchids and 
ferns and other foliage plants can, with 
careful placement by talented hands, be 
transformed into a work of art. The dis- 
plays all looked magnificent, and the com- 
bined effect was a sight to behold. As usual 
the judging took some hours. By the time 
it had been completed the large panel of 
AOC judges had judged 99 classes and 
selected 13 champions and the Grand 
Champion and Reserve Champion, and 
two orchids had received Australian 
Orchid Council awards. 

Grand Champion Orchid of the Show 
went to Paphiopedilum fairrieanum “Red 
Flair’ AM/AOC-QOS, exhibited by 
Robertson Orchids in their table-top dis- 
play. Reserve Champion Orchid of the 
Show was Dendrobium Tie-Dye ‘Genesis’ 
HCC/AOC-NSW_ exhibited by . Down 
Under Native Orchids in their table-top 
display. 

First place in the display class for Island 
Display by Affiliated Society or Group 
went to Royale Orchids, second place to 
Ku-ring-gai Orchid Society, and third 
place to North Shore Orchid Society, but 
each display was of a high quality. In the 
Table-Top display class, first place went to 
Dendi Orchids, second to Wirra Willa 
Orchids, and third to David Butler. 

The plants awarded were both owned by 
Robertson Orchids. A clone of 
Paphiopedilum Norito Hasegawa, which 
had been judged to be Champion Seedling 
Other than Cymbidium, received a Highly 
Commended Certificate, and their so far 
unregistered hybrid) of Doritaenopsis 
Brother Julius x Doritaenopsis Judy 
Valentine, which was Champion 
Vandaceous / Phalaenopsis hybrid, 
received a provisional HCC. 

The Fair was open to the public on the 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, and all three 
days were well attended. The local Lions 
Club manned the kiosk and provided steak 
and sausage sandwiches and other refresh- 
ments. We were pleased to hear that they 
raised a good sum for charity. There were 
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Sophrolaeliocattleya Angels Fantasy ‘Dendi’ (Dendi Orchids) 
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Phalaenopsis Little Sweetheart (Dendi Orchids) 
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other activities at the Showground over the 
weekend, which attracted additional peo- 
ple to the benefit of the Orchid Fair and the 
Lions. 

The four societies whose members work 
together to put on the fair are very proud of 
their achievement. We take the view that 
everyone who participates and contributes 
to the success of the event is an important 
part of the whole, and we want them to 
enjoy the experience and to want to come 
back next time. We like to think that we 
make the participating vendors feel wel- 
come and provide assistance where we 
can. Likewise with the exhibitors, we want 
them to want to participate in our Fair. We 
wish that we had the facilities to accom- 
modate more displays, but we are 
restricted to the available hall space. We 
think that the displays provide a worthy 
attraction for the visiting public, and from 
the comments we hear from people as they 
pass through we certainly believe that we 
have achieved this goal. The range of 
orchids displayed is extensive and should 
provide something of interest to most peo- 
ple who have an interest in plants. And of 
course we have arranged a good selection 
of orchid vendors and vendors of orchid 
accessories. Considering how busy the 
sales hall was all weekend we think most 
visitors were happy. 

And on Sunday we took a small inter- 
ested group to see the thelymitras. Though 
a little overcast early on, by late morning 
the weather was bright and warm and 
sunny though a few degrees cooler than it 
had been on the Thursday, and the beauti- 
ful blue thelymitras performed on cue. As 
an added bonus a few more glossodias had 
come out, so our visitors got to see those 
little gems too, as well as the grevilleas and 
persoonias and hakeas and other bushland 
gems that were just beginning their spring 
display. 

The participating societies are confident 
that we have a long-term successful event. 
Its success relies on the co-operation of the 
four societies, and particularly their mem- 
bers who work together as an organising 
committee for the Fair. We are indeed for- 
tunate that the societies in question share a 
common goal of working co-operatively 
and harmoniously towards achieving a 
benefit for us all. As long as we retain that 
goal the Fair will continue to be success- 
ful. There is no reason why other groups of 
societies cannot form small groups in 
other regions to do the same thing. In the 
meantime we are very proud of what we 
have achieved, and look forward to wel- 
coming everyone back again to the next St 
Ives Orchid Fair in August 2004. It will be 
upon us sooner than we think.

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Editor’s Report 


DD: Roesler continues his series of 
articles on Cym. suave hybrids in 
this issue, moving on to the strikingly 
beautiful varieties in the Cym. 
Piccaninny cross. While the Aussie 
native species and hybrids couldn’t be 
described as show type cymbidiums 
and don’t even flower during show sea- 
son in the main, the response we have 
received to recent articles shows that 
the level of interest in our native cym- 
bidiums is quite high. Unfortunately 
for Dean, Rob and myself, satisfying 
the number of requests for pieces of 
plants described is very difficult much 
as we'd love to share them around. 
Many are kept in quite large pieces for 
breeding purposes while others resent 
dividing and are only broken up reluc- 
tantly, but rest assured that people’s 
names will not be forgotten as many of 
our plants came to us via the generos- 
ity of other growers and generosity 
must be returned or passed on. 


Two show reports feature in this 
issue, one from the Cymbidium Club 
of South Australia’s winter show and 
the other from the OSCOV/Collector’s 
Corner show in Victoria. Both reports 
show examples of well-grown quality 
cymbidiums and a number of excellent 
seedlings or new hybrids. Continuing 
the theme of seedlings and new 


hybrids, Kevin Butler of Ezi-Gro 
Orchids in Western Australia gives us a 
Six Pack of cymbidiums from recent 
flowerings at his nursery. Coming from 
his own hybridising, the examples cho- 
sen show that his aim of producing 
quality cymbidiums of eye-catching 
beauty is being achieved. 
Peter Rochfort gives the first part of 
a series on his experiences and involve- 
ment in the breeding of pure colour 
type tetraploid cymbidiums. Peter 
rightfully acknowledges the pioneer- 
ing work of others in this field before 
going on to detail his own work, the 
results achieved, and the time required 
in terms of Cymbidium generations to 
achieve the results he seeks.

The Tetraploid 
Pure Colour Experience 


here have been a number of high 

points in the development of cymbid- 
iums in Australia over the last few 
decades. I was fascinated by one develop- 
ment in particular. In the early 1970’s amid 
a blaze of publicity, pure colour tetraploid 
cymbidiums made their appearance. The 
colchicine treatment of a range of diploid 
clones and seedling flasks resulted in the 
conversion to tetraploid status of a signifi- 
cant percentage of the existing diploid 
pure colour gene bank. The intense pro- 
motion that followed captured the imagi- 
nation of many growers in the Cymbidium 
fraternity. 

The identification and publication of the 
mechanism behind the inheritance of the 
pure colour factor was made by Sydney 
orchid breeder, Alvin Bryant. This was 
coupled with observations made by Alvin 
of the results of some of his test crosses at 
diploid level. The knowledge gained 
enabled the breeding of pure colour 
diploids to be undertaken with a known

outcome in regard to pure colour percent- 
ages from various combinations. Together 
with many Cymbidium growers, I was 
caught up in the enthusiasm generated by 
Alvin’s revelations regarding pure colour 
inheritance and consequently began a 
diploid pure colour development program 
in the early 1970’s. 

Having been mesmerised in the 1960’s 
by the publicity surrounding normal 
coloured tetraploids, my attraction to the 
possibility of pure colour tetraploids was 
inevitable. The desirability of tetraploid 
pure colours was being promoted around 
the world by Valley Orchids who were 
based in South Australia. They had pur- 
chased the Vandyke collection from 
Sydney grower Dr Bob Vandyke in mid- 
1972. Dr Vandyke had colchicine treated 
diploid mericlone tissue and a number of 
seedling flasks of both normal coloured 
and pure coloured diploid crosses. Many 
tetraploid conversions resulted. 
Subsequently, a number of varieties of 


pure colour tetraploids were cloned and 
released by Valley Orchids and various 
nurseries over time. 

In the early 1980’s the main limiting 
factor toward this development was the 
very gradual availability of tetraploid pure 
colour breeding stock. Because of the 
scarcity of pure colour tetraploid material 
I considered that it was necessary to under- 
take a long term strain development pro- 
gram. The number of crosses that would 
yield 100% pure colour outcomes in the 
early stages without compromising quality 
would be minimal. The result of most of 
the initial crosses would be normal 
coloured tetraploids that were pure colour 
carriers. The pure colour yield from many 
of the second generation crosses would not 
be more than 25%. Over time the breeding 
program was designed to produce a new 
generation of highly developed pure 
colour tetraploid cymbidiums from an 
expanded and unique breeding bank. 

The strain development program 
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involved two strands. The first and most 
obvious step was to collect the best pure 
colour tetraploids from other sources as 
they became available. These were then 
crossed with the best available normal 
coloured tetraploids whenever comple- 
mentary traits were present. As long as the 
parents were of superior quality the over- 
all standard of the progeny ensured a result 
and use ability comparable to the range 
that could be expected from normal 
coloured tetraploid crosses at the time. The 
upside was that the better seedlings from 
the crosses would be high quality pure 
colour carriers. When the carriers were 
crossed back on to pure colour tetraploids, 
approximately 25% of the progeny would 
be pure colours and the best of these 
should show improvements over both par- 
ents. 

The second strand of the development 
was to identify any pure colour carriers 
from within our own breeding stock. 
Known or suspected pure colour carriers 
from outside sources were also added to 
the breeding bank if they were available. 
These could then be crossed with pure

colour tetraploids if progress could be 
made by doing so. This would result in a 
25% pure colour outcome. Crossing two 
diploid pure colour carriers together 
resulted in a 25% pure colour diploid con- 
tent. The same combination at tetraploid 
level would theoretically give a 6.25% 
pure colour content. Unless there was a 
significant advantage in obtaining the 
93.75% normal colour outcome then con- 
sideration would need to be given as to 
whether the small pure colour percentage 
was economical to pursue. With the 
improvements in quality and useability 
that now exist; this is no longer a signifi- 
cant problem. 

The reason that identifying pure colour 
carriers had been so _ difficult for 
Cymbidium breeders to accomplish prior 
to the publication of Alvin Bryant’s 
research is more easily explained by refer- 
ring to diploid breeding. In the diploid 
form, if the pure colour factor was present 
but not expressed then the plant was 
known as a pure colour carrier. When a 
diploid carrier was crossed with a normal 
coloured diploid that did not carry the pure 


cross. 
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colour factor approximately 50% of the 
progeny would be carriers. No pure 
colours would result from such a combi- 
nation. Because of this mode of inheri- 
tance, it was possible for the colour factor 
to be carried through a number of genera- 
tions without being expressed. This was a 
source of frustration for early hybridists 
who sought to develop the characteristic 
without success. 

A pure colour percentage will only 
occur when a diploid carrier is crossed 
with another carrier or a pure colour. In 
such cases it is then possible to backtrack 
through the ancestry of the plant to try to 
identify the contributing hybrid. This may 
reveal pathways to other hybrids where 
pure colour carriers may be possible due to 
the same common ancestor. With the pass- 
ing of the years much useful knowledge 
has been lost, especially specific personal 
accounts from growers who are now 
deceased. The task of identifying pure 
colour carriers was very much a case of 
using ancestry (and hoping that the stated 
ancestry was correct), to make test crosses. 
This was an expensive, time consuming

process which most orchid breeders have 
chosen to avoid. 

It was obvious in the early stages that 
the pure colour tetraploid development 
program and the expansion of the 
tetraploid pure colour breeding bank were 
going to be long term projects. 
Consequently the opportunity existed to 
identify and put into place other desirable 
traits concurrently. Mid-season tetraploids 
were reasonably well developed prior to

the advent of colchicines treatment 
although colchicines conversion and the 
identification of new chance tetraploids 
certainly enhanced the available options. 
A revolution in the development of 
early flowering normal coloured 
tetraploids was well under way in 
Australia in the 1970’s This development 
was based on progeny from Cym. Early 
Bird ‘Pacific’ and a range of converted 
clones such as Cym. Fanfare ‘St Francis’ 
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parents. 


4n, Cym. Lunagrad ‘Elanora’ 4n, Cym. 
Rincon ‘Clarisse’ 4n and Cym. Solana 
Beach ‘St Francis’ 4n. Within that devel- 
opment were desirable properties such as 
compact growth, super production, very 
early flowering time, and sophisticated 
shape. With careful selection, these prop- 
erties could be incorporated into the 
tetraploid pure colour development pro- 
gram to produce a range of high quality 
pure colour tetraploids throughout the

The task that faced me was to create a 
tetraploid pure colour breeding bank. The 
first tetraploid pure colour I acquired was 
Cym. Wyanga ‘Elanora’ 4n in 1982 fol- 
lowed in subsequent years by Cym. 
Melinga ‘Highbury’ 4n, Cym. Kathie 
Lovell “Yowie Bay’ 4n, Cym. Rose 
Armstrong ‘Sunray’ 4n and Cym. Pure 
Destiny ‘Ultimate’. In those early years it 
became obvious that without a diversity of 
high quality material it would be difficult 
to correct areas of weakness in the devel- 
opment over time. 

Cym. Wyanga ‘Elanora’ 4n was used in 
a number of our strain development 
crosses in 1983 with several parents 
including Cym. Fanfare ‘St Francis’ 4n, 
Cym. Valley Angel ‘Foxfire’, Cym. Jean 
Slattery ‘Dillabirra’ and Cym. Valya Craig 
‘Judy’, the last two being chance 
tetraploids. There were a couple of inter- 
esting seedlings from the crosses with 
Cym. Fanfare and Cym. Valley Angel 
although these were not used extensively 
for further breeding. Multiple spiking 
characteristics appeared in both crosses, 
especially with Cym. Valley Angel. The 
cross with Cym. Fanfare also produced 
some plants that never flowered and a per- 
centage with coarse and unacceptable 
foliage size. 

My ability to flower adequate numbers 
of seedlings from any cross was severely 
limited. The main problem at the time and

until the mid-1990’s was a lack of space. 
This resulted in some crosses not being 
grown on past community pot stage and 
other crosses where only a very small 
number of seedlings were flowered. 
Ultimately, it was easier to gain good qual- 
ity Cym. Wyanga progeny from other 
sources where the work had already been 
done. These could be used for further 
breeding without having to contend with 
the spoilage factor in their development. It 
also avoided the task of having to remake 
crosses that had been lost. 

In 1985 both Cym. Melinga ‘Highbury’ 
4n and Cym. Kathie Lovell “Yowie Bay’ 
4n became available to me. The Cym. 
Melinga flowered very early and produced 
multiple spikes but lacked shape and size. 
Cym. Kathie Lovell had full shape, 
rounded segments, intense colour and a 
magnificent large round labellum. It also 
had large round bulbs, broad leaves and 
lost its flower shape quickly after passing 
its peak. There were some shapely, attrac- 
tive flowers from the cross of Cym. Kathie 
Lovell and Cym. Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’ 
although ‘Gold Nugget’ tended to reduce 
the flower size. While overall production 
was not good the shape was certainly 
above average. White in the parentage of 
‘Gold Nugget’? tended to contribute to 
washed out colours in the cross. In later 
crosses Cym. Kathie Lovell demonstrated 
that it could pass its intense colour on to its 
progeny. It permitted the expression of 
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multiple spiking properties if the other 
parent also had them. 

In 1987 we began to use a tetraploid ver- 
sion of Cym. Rose Armstrong ‘Sunray’. 
This was used in two versions of the Cym. 
Foxfire Sunray cross (x Cym. Winter 
Wonder ‘Supreme’ and Cym. Winter 
Wonder ‘Connie’) and in the Cym. Foxfire 
Gem cross (x Cym. Valley Angel 
‘Foxfire). Cym. Winter Wonder ‘Supreme’ 
was a cream of excellent shape and big 
reputation while ‘Connie’ was a shapely 
ice green aging to white. It had a beautiful 
labellum and very heavy flower substance. 
Both the Cym. Winter Wonder’s had the 
ability to carry in excess of twenty flowers 
to the spike. The results using ‘Supreme’ 
were nearly all yellows and the few 
seedlings we flowered from ‘Connie’ var- 
ied from cream through to ice green. We 
used four or five for further breeding as 
well as an attractive, shapely Cym. Foxfire 
Gem. 

We generally avoided inter-crossing the 
first five pure colour tetraploids with 
which we began our breeding program 
because it was not considered that they 
would suitably complement one another. 
There was one exception. In 1989 the 
Cym. Foxfire Dancer cross (Cym. Kathie 
Lovell ‘“Yowie Bay’ 4n x Melinga 
‘Highbury’ 4n) was made. This produced 
a 100% pure colour result. Most of the 
progeny were intense lemons, yellows and 
greens. Shape was variable as was produc-

tivity. There was a significant multiple 
spiking percentage as well as a very shy 
flowering percentage. Some of the 
seedlings flowered as early as late May. 
Although far from being show flowers at 
least two of the more productive seedlings 
were used for further breeding because of 


their early flowering time, intensity of 
colour and general attractiveness. 
The Cym. Foxfire Veridian cross (Cym. 


Pure Destiny ‘Ultimate’ x Katydid 
‘Veridian’ 4n) was also made in 1989. The 
variety ‘Devon Lady’ owned by Kimberley 
Orchids was the Victorian nomination for 
Best Intermediate Cymbidium in the Sage 
1997 National Cymbidium of the Year 
Competition, while the variety ‘Stargate’ 


won a cultural award for Kimberley 
Orchids at the National Cymbidium Orchid 
Show in 2001. The comment that Peter 
Sunderland from Kimberley Orchids made 
about this cross was that the quality was 
very uniform. 

In Part 2 the results of some of our 
crosses made in the early to mid-1990’s 
will be discussed. The pace of the 
tetraploid pure colour strain development 
program increased and some interesting 
tetraploid pure colour carriers were dis- 
covered. |

Colac Country Workshop

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Gee oes amid discussions among 
judges and committee members of 
COSV the idea of holding a workshop on 
Cymbidium culture in the western region of 
country Victoria arose. Through the hard 
work and coordinating skills of COSV 
Secretary, Kevin Brown, agreement was 
reached with the centrally-located Colac 
Orchid Club for the workshop to be hosted 
and publicised by them and a venue was 
found at the City Bowls Club at Colac. 
With a date set in July the COSV commit- 
tee set about planning a program of speak- 
ers to cover the topics of Cymbidium cul- 
ture, deflasking and potting on, plant pre- 
sentation for shows, and dividing and 
repotting. Along with the aim of providing 
a solid basis for all aspects of Cymbidium 
culture, the organisers decided to add a lim-

words of welcome from Colac Orchid Club 
President, Ray Bartlett. 

Talking about Cymbidium culture, Peter 
Sunderland and Terry Poulton got the 
workshop underway each in turn describ- 
ing their cultural practices, potting mixes, 
fertilising regimes and orchid houses. 
Questions were answered during their talk 
and at the end, with some able assistance 
from Ern to help things along. Both grow- 
ers achieve outstanding results with their 
cymbidiums — Terry taking the experimen- 
tal approach to maximise his results, and 
Peter admitting to doing little or any testing 
and preferring to rely on observance and 
experience to see how his plants are grow- 
ing. Although their approaches may differ, 
it is clear that time, effort, observation and 
experience is what produces results. 

David Allen and Rob Smith tackled the 
subject of deflasking and growing cymbid- 
iums from their most fragile stage. Both 
growers use a no fuss approach and don’t 
believe in mollycoddling cymbidiums 
through the early stages. Each grower uses 
a slightly different method of potting up 
deflasked plants and each demonstrated 
their chosen way of getting the job done. 
David separates the young plants and pots 
them up in groups of four or five per pot 
matching them for size while Rob pots the 
whole clump together after rinsing off the 
agar from their roots. Separating and grad- 
ing the plants takes place when they are 
ready to be moved into individual pots 
some nine to twelve months later. While 
July isn’t an ideal month for deflasking or 
potting on the Colac club were left with the 
challenge of growing on two newly

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deflasked batches and one separated com- 
pot. Hopefully, we’ll see some of the 
results of their efforts on the show bench in 
a few years. 

After a lunch break and the opportunity 
for registrants to purchase some plants, the 
workshop resumed with Glenda Coutts and 
Andy Leamon demonstrating preparation 
of cymbidiums for the show bench with 
staking and spike training, all the while 
treading that fine line between grooming 
and manipulation. As even the best cym- 
bidium can be let down by poor presenta- 
tion, this segment by two experienced 
growers and showers provided many valu- 
able tips aimed at showing cymbidiums to 
their best advantage without resorting to 
excessive manipulation. Glenda and Andy 
demonstrated spike training, plant cleaning 
and how to tie a spike with the intention of 
creating a balanced and pleasing display by 
making use of the plant’s natural beauty 
and spike habit. Simple things like letting 
naturally arching spikes arch with just a lit- 
tle guidance as opposed to trying to force 
them into an unnaturally upright position 
were shown to good effect. 

For the final demonstration of the day 
COSV President Ken West, and Secretary 
Kevin Brown took on the task of dividing, 
a subject that is all too often put into the too 
hard basket, especially by newer growers. 
The specimen was a typical example of an 
overgrown and very neglected Cymbidium 
supplied by Graham and Heather Taylor 
for the exercise, and a perfect plant to 
demonstrate dividing. Not having a chain 
saw handy, Ken and Kevin used a large 
knife and brute force and did a mighty job 
of clearly showing the best places to cut 
through the mass of back bulbs to salvage 
the maximum number of viable divisions 
of four or five green bulbs each. Graham 
joined in to show how he would treat such 
a plant by simply cutting out a wedge of 
green bulbs and their roots and advocated 
dumping the rest as the easiest solution. 
Ken and Kevin finished up with several 
very presentable pieces nicely potted up. 

The workshop was concluded with a 
short panel segment of the presenters 
answering general questions from the floor 
before vans were packed and everyone 
headed for home. If the registrants enjoyed 
the day as much as the presenters and 
learned a little along the way then it was not 
only a pleasurable occasion but a success- 
ful one too. I’m sure everyone involved 
thanks the COSV members who partici- 
pated, the Colac Orchid Club for their 
organisation and the Colac City Bowls 
Club for providing an excellent venue free 
of charge. oO

In this report I have chosen six pink stan- 
dards from last year’s season that I con- 
sider had exceptional qualities on their 
first flowering. All the hybrids are the 
result of our breeding program. 


Cym. Joyce Williams ‘Jean’ 

Cym. Joyce Williams is one of our loyal 
staff team and requested a _ white 
Cymbidium to be named after her. ‘Jean’ is 
one of the exceptions in being a soft pink 
instead of white, which most of the hybrids 
have been. The dominant genes in ‘Jean’ 
come from Cym. Dutchman’s Delight 
“‘Margarieta’. Flower form is a little fuller, 
the sepals are broader and the labellum is 
more colourful and larger than 
‘Margarieta’. The other parent of Cym. 
Joyce Williams is Cym. Balkis ‘Capt. 
Anderson’ and is a very old orchid that is 
white with a soft pink in the labellum. 
Cym. Balkis is responsible for a large num- 
ber of our good cymbidiums with nearly 
300 hybrids registered with it as one par- 
ent. Only eight hybrids were registered in 
the 1990’s but it is a fantastic parent and 
should not be overlooked just yet. 


Cym. (Hazel Tyers x Golden 
Celebration) ‘Shocking Pink’ 


A hybrid that has not been registered yet 
but has been used in our breeding program. 
Both parents have a white background 
overlaid with pink that fades out in the 
centre of the petals and sepals, with Cym. 
Golden Celebration ‘Pink Tinges’ having 
a thick pink line through the centre. In Cym. (Hazel Tyers x Golden Celebration) ‘Shocking Pink’. 
‘Shocking Pink’ the colour markings are 
similar to ‘Pink Tinges’ but the pink is 
darker. The flower also has a stunning 
labellum. Cym. Hazel Tyers ‘Santa Maria’ 
has a red barred labellum but in ‘Shocking 
Pink’ it is more colourful than either par- 
ent. “Shocking Pink’ has a great future as a 
parent for it is an improvement over its two 
famous and proven parents. 


Cym. Judy Hocking ‘Five Foot’ 

Where do our cultivar names come 
from? When one has to name so many 
orchids it is easy to run out of common- 
sense names. ‘Five Foot’ was the name 
given to this cultivar as it had an 
exceptionally long raceme. Cym. Judy 
Hocking is a hybrid of (Dr. Stanley 
Parkinson ‘Yvette’ x Dutchman’s Delight : 
‘Margarieta’) and ‘Five Foot’ has picked Cym. Judy Hocking ‘Five Foot’. 
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up good features from both parents with 
‘Yvette’ passing on its tall spike and good 
flower arrangement as well as improving 
the labellum markings by increasing the 
number of red spots and additional yellow 
to the centre. ‘Margarieta’ has improved 
and filled in the flower form. More pink in 
the flower is the result of using ‘Yvette’. 
‘Five Foot’ has been incorporated into our 
breeding program, but will it be any good 
as a parent? 


Cym. (Fairy Floss x Warren Michael) 
‘Pink Angel’ 

Not the ideal round flower but “Pink 
Angel’ has some desirable attributes in 
that the pink colour is vibrant and the 
labellum is broad and showy. Cym. Alegria 
‘St. Lita’ passes a broad and showy label- 
lum onto its progeny and the bright yellow 
keels add life to the flower. ‘St. Lita’ is 
found in both parents of this cross and is, 
therefore, responsible for 50% of the out- 
come. The other parents are Cym. Sylvan 
Globe and Cym. Terama. Cym. Terama has 
added more pink to the flower. 


Cym. (Fairy Floss x Warren Michael) ‘Pink Angel’. 


Cym. (Uncle Dickie x Pink Globe) 
‘Dark Lip’ 

Two directions needing further work in 
hybridising are the pink standard flower 
with a white labellum (there are a few cul- 
tivars around but more work is required) 
and the pink standard flower with a black 
barred labellum. ‘Dark Lip’ is one of the 
later achievements but again further work 
needs to be done in making the bar larger 
and darker. The parents in the cross are 
Cym. Zumma Boyd and Cym. Chocolada 
from Cym. Uncle Dickie, and Cym. James 
Wattie and Cym. Via Arcadian Rincon 
from Cym. Pink Globe. Not many genes 
; ; ae for pink colour from the above parents but 
Cym. Five Stars ‘Baby Pink’. an aie bloom and, sa a great 
future parent. 


Cym. Five Stars ‘Baby Pink’ 


We have been lucky to obtain several 
good clones of Cym. Five Stars. These 
have ventral sepals that touch at the tip 
edge of the labellum to form the nearly 
perfect circle. Even though the flower is 
full ‘Baby Pink’ is not cuppy. ‘Baby Pink’ 
has a complimentary labellum being white 
with a soft pink edge with a little red spot- 
ting and yellow in the centre. The petals 
are a little pointed but getting close to the 
perfect flower. The parentage of Cym. Five 
Stars is (Dutchman’s Delight ‘Margarieta’ 
x Alegria ‘St. Lita’). These parents have 
been very successful for us on their own 
and the combination of both has not let us 
down. A

pink/red Cym. Legend Bearer ‘Jayden’ 
and a Certificate of Excellence for 
Distinctive Feature for their Cym. 
Alexandra Beauty ‘Spritzer’. Terry 
Poulton received an HCC/COSV for his 
Cym. Gypsy Rose ‘Kernot’, a compact and 
floriferous miniature confirming the 
potential seedlings from this crossing have 
shown over the past couple of seasons. 

Tucked away in the corner of the Yarra 
Valley Orchid Club’s display was one of 
the prettiest little cymbidiums I’ve seen in 
a while. Ken West’s plant of Cym. (Sarah 
Jean x pumilum) carried five spikes of tiny 
blushed pink blooms on a little plant with 
leaves barely twelve inches long, a 
miniature in all respects. Although very 
cuppy in form, the little flowers were 
hardly bigger than a five-cent piece and 
were as pretty as a picture. 


Paradisia Orchids staged their usual dis- 
play of interesting cymbidiums featuring 
many pendulous type miniatures and inter- 
mediates, including a variety of clones 
from their Cym. Little Sarah cross, one of 
the most consistent crosses of recent years 
for attractive pendulous type miniatures. 
While the majority of the cross has pro- 
duced blush or splashed pink blooms, a 
few whites were on display this year. 

The only down side to the show, which 
had nothing to do with the quality or num- 
ber of orchids on display, was the 
Melbourne weather — cold and wet — but as 
Stage Two water restrictictions are still in 
place in Victoria no one complained.

This was 
the first Cym. suave hybrid ever made by 
Miles. It was registered in 1983. 


Cym. Piccaninny (suave x Tethys) 


All the hybrids flowered from this cross 
are in the darker colours. It produced beau- 
tiful, small, dark red flowers and varia- 
tions of reddish-brown. One variety, Cym. 
Piccaninny ‘Precious’ displays an 
orange/terracotta colour over a yellow 
base, this coupled with its bright yellow lip 
on the distal end and almost black band 
running from the keels to the base of the lip 
give it an impressive look. 


The influence of Cym. Tethys ‘Black 
Magic’ 

No doubt, ‘Black Magic’ has influenced 
this grex to a marked degree. The colour of 
the Cym. Piccaninny hybrids follows the 
general expectancy that when a green is 
crossed with a red, the colour invariably 
will be towards the browner tones and this 
cross was no exception. However, the 
greatest evidence of genetic influence is 
witnessed in the spike habit. — long, pen- 
dulous spikes, carry flowers evenly spaced 
around them. The flowers are almost too 
widely spaced on the spike, nevertheless, 
if it’s a fault, I’m sure most enthusiasts can 
tolerate it because of their unusual colour 
variations. 


Second Generation Hybrids 

The Cym. suave hybrids have proven 
difficult to breed on with, to this point of 
time — this is a subject I will discuss in 
detail at a later date. However, because we 
are looking at the grex Cym. Piccaninny, I 
would like to point out that Miles Seton 
did make a number of 2nd generation 
crosses, of which two were made using 
Cym. Piccaninny ‘Meg’, a variety unfortu- 
nately that “went missing”! Miles did 
point out that germination from seedpods 
of these two crosses was extremely sparse, 
with just a handful of seedlings reaching 
maturity. 


Colours and variations in markings 


In Part 2 mention was made of the quite 
dramatic variations that can be seen in the

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sive features — colour and its free flower- 
ing properties. ‘Braveheart’ is one of the 
dark reds produced from this cross. Its lip 
and column are the same colour as the 
segements, with added highlights coming 
from the light yellow edging on the lip, 
petals and pollen cap — as well as a narrow, 
bright yellow bar in the keel area from 
which a black patch extends to the base of 
the column. The entire plant almost died, 
perhaps because I allowed it to flower with 
five spikes on one bulb when it was still 
only a tiny plant. A backbulb saved is now 
making good progress. 


Cym. Piccaninny ‘Toffee’ 

This is a lovely honey/brown with a 
truly dramatic lip. To my way of thinking, 
no other Cymbidium hybrids produce such 
stunning and unusual combinations of 
colours in their lips. ‘Toffee’ has so many 
features, such as the cream edging on a 
dark burgundy lip, starting quite wide on 
the distal end and gradually narrowing as 
it extends towards the base of the lip. Add 
to this a small patch of bright yellow below 
the keels and a light colour on the outside 
of the column, as well as a cream pollen 
cap, and it further enhances my earlier 
remarks. 


Cym. Piccaninny ‘Little Jikka Jikka’ 
The purists may have difficulty seeing 
beauty in this line of breeding. Yet the 
exquisiteness of this type of hybrid excites 
many others, who are perhaps getting dis- 
illusioned with the big, round and filled in 
flowers hybridists are seeking in our larger 
cymbidiums. Look at ‘Little Jikka Jikka’ 
and one can see narrow segments and a 
rather narrow lip — faults one might have 
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to say? However, when I look closely at 
the lip ’m amazed by the array of differ- 
ent coloured bands covering its entirety. 
Beauty they say is in the eye of the 
beholder. 


Cym. Piccaninny ‘Measles’ 

Here we see another result from Cym. 
Tethys “Black Magic’ that would validate 
its ability to produce spots and dots in a 
percentage of its progeny. Segments of the 
light brown Cym.
